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WIRES 

1. AP(GAVSHON FROM PRETORIA): "...SECRETARY.. .AND 
SOUTH AFRICANPM.VORSTER PLUNGED INTO TALKS TODAY TO 
TRY TO HEAD OFF THE THREAT OF RACE WAR IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 

AS KISSINGER ARRIVED IN PRETORIA UNDER VERY HEAVY 
SECURITY, POLICE FIRED AT DEMONSTRATORS IN JOHANNESBURG'S 
SEGREGATED BLACK TOWNSHIP OF SOWETO WHO WERE PROTESTING 
THE SECRETARY'S VISIT, KILLING THREE BLACK STUDENTS AND

A SECURITY OFFICIAL ISSUED A STATEMENT SAYING, "THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE IS PERFECTLY WELL AND HAS NOT BEEN

NEWSMEN ACCOMPANYING KISSINGER AS HE FLEW TO PRETORIA... 
WERE TOLD BY A SENIOR OFFICIAL THERE WERE SIGNS THAT 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN BLACKS AND WHITES IN SOUTH-WEST 
AFRICA IS NEAR. 

...SMITH WAS TO FLY TO JOHANNESBURG ON SATURDAY TO WATCH 
AN INTERNATIONAL RUGBY MATCH WHICH MAY ALSO BE ATTENDED 
BY KISSINGER. SMITH SAID IN UMTALI, RHODESIA. TODAY 
THAT HE WOULD LIKE TO MEET WITH KISSINGER. THERE HAVE 
BEEN REPORTS THE TWO WOULD MEET, BUT THEY HAVE NOT BEEN 
CONFIRMED. 

SMITH ALSO SAID HE WOULD MAKE THE GREATEST EFFORT

CHANCELLOR: THERE WAS MORE VIOLENCE IN SOUTH AFRICA

SOWETO, HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS PARADED UNDER SIGNS 
READING, "MURDERER", "KISSINGER GO HOME". POLICE CHASED 
THEM BACK TO THEIR SCHOOLS; THE STUDENTS THREWSTONES, 

THE POLICE OPENED FIRE; SIX STUDENTS WERE REPORTED 
KILLED. 

KISSINGER FLEW TODAY FROM LUSAKA, IN ZAMBIA, TO

THE SUCCESS OF THIS MISSION AND INDEED WHEN WE WERE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TALKING ABOUT IT - ON THE OTHER HAND WE ARE ONCE 
BITTEN TWICE SHY. WE ARE NOT LETTING UP ON THE ARMED 
STRUGGLE. WE'RE INTENSIFYING THE ARMED STRUGGLE BUT 
EITHER WAY IF DR. KISSINGER'S MISSION FAILS, THEY WILL 
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CONTINUE TO FIGHT. ANOTHER CENTRAL FIGURE IN THE 
CURRENT DRAMA IS RHODESIA'S PRIME MINISTER IAN SMITH 
WHOSE WHITE MINORITY GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN FIGHTING A 
GROWING GUERILLA WAR BY BLACK NATIONALISTS. HE GAVE HIS 
VIEWS AT A NEWS CONFERENCE IN THE RHODESIAN TOWN OF 
UMTALI. 

SMITH: WE KNOW SO LITTLE OF WHAT DR. KISSINGER HAS BEEN 
DISCUSSING WITH PRESIDENTS IN COUNTRIES TO THE NORTH 
OF US. TO PUT IT BLUNTLY I'M IN THE DARK. ALTHOUGH 
RHODESIA IS INVOLVED AND IS EVIDENTLY ONE OF THE MAIN 
TOPICS OF CONSIDERATION THIS IS DONE WITHOUT THE KNOW- 
LEDGE OF RHODESIANS. FOR THAT REASON I HOPE THAT I
